This volume ends with the 
meeting for September 30, 1728 , — a date which has been fixed 
uponarbitrurily, inasmuch asitisatthe close of one of the bound 
volumes of the original records in the City Clerk's office. 

The "Index of Places and Subjects," for this book has 
also been prepared by Mr. John T. Priest, Assistant City 
Clerk, as its insertion in the seventh volume was so gen- 
erally approved. 

The Commissioners have now in press a Ninth Keport, 
which will contain Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Boston 
prior to A.D. 1700, from the town records, and the. Bap- 
tisms from the First Church records ; a Tenth Report com- 
prising Miscellaneous Papers, dated prior to A.D. 1700, 
from the State archives and other sources j and they are 
reprinting the Third and Fourth Reports, which were out of 
print. 

Copies of the First, Second, and Seventh Reports, which 
relate entirely to the history of the old town of Boston, can 
sdll he obtained on application at City Hall.

• It was voted that there shall be Overseer of the poor. 
It was voted that there should be but Seven Selectmen, 
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It was voted that the Town should be at no Charge, To the 
maintaining the Water ways, Over at Winnicimet Ferry. 

On the Consideration of inr. Taylors Serving of the Town in the 
place of Town Treasu' Eight years to the month of march Last 
past, & never Charged the Town any more then five pounds a year, 
for the same, & being far less, then really the Service is worth. 
Upon.the Consideration forementioned, 

It was Voted, That the Selectmen should Cause a piece of Plate 
to be made to the Value of Twenty pounds, & present the same to 
the sd. m^ James Taylor as a small retaluation of his Service & 
Kindness to the Town. 

And It was further Voted, That sd. Taylor for his Service, in 
sd. oflSce the year past, shall be allowed Ten pounds. 

m' Simeon Stoddard being Imployed, by the Selectmen, to buy 
Twenty Barrels of powder for the Town use, & m*^ James Taylor 
being Ordered by sd. Selectmen as he was Treasu' of the Town to 
receive sd. powder, into his Custadie and Care, affirms he never 
rec** any more then fifteen barrels of them, nor could never under- 
stand what was become of the Other five. 

Therefor it was Voted, sd. James Taylor as Treasu' of the Town 
should sue sd. Simeon Stodderd, for the five barrels of the Town 
powder w°^ is yet wanting. 

Vpon the Petition of the Inhabitants of muddiriver. To be a Dis- 
trict or Hamlet Seperate from the Town, for those reasons follow- 
ing, Namely the remoteness of their Situation, w®^ renders them 
uncapable of Injoying Equal Bennifit & advantage w®^ other of the 
Inhabitants, of Publick Schools, for the Instruction of their Chil- 
dren, Relief of their poor, & repairing of their high ways. 

Their petition being read, & the reasons given theirin Debated. 
It was Voted in the negative, & That tho" they had not for some 
years, been rated in the Town rate yet for the time to come the 
Selectmen should rate them in the Town Tax, as the other inhab- 
itants, & as formerly they use to be. 

And for their Incoiiragement, It was Voted, that the Selectmen 
should provide a schoolmaster for them. To teach their Children to 
read, write, and cypher, & order him his pay out of the Town 
Treasury. 

Some of the Inhabitant of the North end of the Town, stood up 
& requested that they might have the Libertie of a free school, for 
the Teaching to write & cypher. 

It was voted in the affirmative. That the Selectmen, should agree 
w"* a Schoolmaster for them, & order him his pay out of the Town 
Treasury. 

The Inhabitants of Rumney Marsh Standing by and seeing the 
Town in so good a frame, also put in their request y'. a free School 
might be granted them to Teach to Read, Write & Cypher. 

It being put to the Town to know their minds, It was Voted, in 
the affirmative, with this proviso, That it did appear to the Select- 
men, y* there were a Sutable Number of Children to Come to the 
School, Then the Selectmen Should agree with a School master to 
Teach their Children to read. Write, & Cypher, for w*"*" Service he 
should be payd out of the Town Treasury. 
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[234«] Vpon the Petition of Joseph Buckminster of muddi- 
river for a Committee to to t»e Chosen by the Town, to Lay out a 
high way to his Land, he hauing no high way there to, by Virtue 
of a Town Order, That all proprioters of Lots of Lands w*^in The 
Town & precinct thereof, w®^ haue no high way Layd out to thier 
Lands, shall haue a high way, Layd out thereto by a Committee 
Chosen and authorized by the sd. Town for that Purpose. 

Sd. Buckminster Petition was read, & It was Voted, That 

Capt. Theo'. Frary 
m^ John Bennet 
m'. Joseph Prout 
Should be a Committee, to view sd. Buckminsters Land, & make 
reports to y* Town, the next Gen^^ Town meeting what may be 
proper to be done, 

Vpon the Consideration of the great Charges this Town is at 
yearly from the Growing num**. of poor amonge us & the great num- 
ber Come in amonge us w**^ has been occasioned by the Eastern warr 
w*^. the Indians, & other poor and Vild persons, y*. has come in 
amonge ous, from other Towns, Our Town being so populous and 
they shifting from place to place, so long before they be descouered, 
that the law makes them Inhabitants, now these things do presage 
great poverty to be hastening upon this Town if some Sutable 
methods be not timely Taken to prevent the same. Vpon the Con- 
sideration of the things for mentioned. 

It was Voted, That there be five hundred pounds raised upon the 
Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, To be Layd oat and improved, 
by the Overseers of the poor & such others w°**. shall by the Town 
be added to them, as a stock to be imployed, for the procuring 
materials, & Tools, To Sett and Keep the poor people and 111 
persons, at work, as the Law Directs. 

It was Voted, That two hundred Sixty-five pounds be raised 
upon the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston, for the Defraying 
the Charge of the watch from the Twentieth of June Last past, to 
the 20'^. June Comeing. 

It was Voted, That there be four hundred pounds raised upon 
the inhabitants of Boston for the relief of the poor. 

It was Voted, That there be raised upon the Inhabitants of Bos- 
ton three hundred pounds, for the payment of Schoolmasters, fit- 
ting y® house of Correction, repairing of the fortifications, & all 
other necessary Charges of sd. Town. 

Whereas there was a Vote, the IS*** April 99. For the raising 
five hundred pounds, for the repairing of the Neck & no other use. 

It is now Voted, that sd. Vote be nuld, and two hundred pounds 
be raised for the same use, and no more, nor no Other use. 

It was Voted, That all the land on both sides of the way between 
the oak and Walnut & the Fortification, The Town's Right and 
Title therein be given to such p'son or persons, as shall under 
Take sufl9ciently to make & maintain the highway for Ever, not 
Less then fifty foot Wide : and that Sam^^ Lowell Esq^ & Capt. 
Bozoon Allen, be a Committee to agree w*^. persons accordingly ; 
and to make Application to the proprietors for their Approbation 
and Consent. 
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[235.] That if any appear to accept of the Land Vpon these 
Conditions, They may haue an Unquestionable Title. 

Elisha Cook Esq^, Isaac Adington, Sam^. Sewell Esq'., Penn. 
Townsend Esq^, Cap'. Sam". Checkley, Were by a Vote of the 
Town, Chosen a Committee, To Draw up instructions for the Select- 
men, and Overseers of the Poor, and p'sent the same to the Town 
(the next Gen". Town meeting) for their Approbation. 

and It was further Voted, That the same Committee, Together 
w*^ the Selectmen shall Consider about repairing, or Building, or 
hiring a House for m'. Ezek^ Cheever w**^. thej'' Judge may be best. 

It was Voted, That when there shall be any Occasion for the 
Town Treasu' to sue any p'son or p*sons in behalf of the Town. 
It shall be always with y® Advice and Consent of the Selectmen. 

Whereas there was formerly a Vote, of the Town y® 14*^. march 
1698, That when the Town met together to Chuse Jurymen, It 
should be out of the p'sons present as well as those absent. 

It was Voted, That they would go on in the practice of the fore- 
going Votes In the Choice of Jurymen, of those y'. are p'sent, as 
well as of those w*^. are absent, and that non should mention any 
more then one p'son at atime, to be put to y® Vote. 

April 8*^. At Publick Town meeting of the Inhabitants of Bos- 
ton, Upon Publick Warning, according to Law. 

It was Voted, That they would haue no Other, assessors, But y* 
Selectmen. 

m'. James Barnes & m'. Robert Gibbs, Were Chosen Selectmen, 
in the room of m^ Isaiah Tay & m'. Obadiah Gill, Who were 
Chosen Selectmen y® 11*^ march Last past, but refused to Serve in 
that office. 

Sam". Bridge, Richard Christopher, Joseph Williams, at the same 
time were Chosen Tythingmen But upon their pleas made to the 
Town at this meeting. Were by a Vote of the Town, Dismissed 
from that Office. 

Sam". Sewell Esq^, Cap*. Bozoon Allen, m'. Sam". Lynde, Cap*. 
Nath*. By field, maj'. Tho'. Savage, Were by a Vote of the Town 
Chosen a Committee, To audit the Towns ace*, with y® Treasu^ for 
the year Ensuing, Notifying the Selectmen when they meet to be 
w**^. them. The maj°' part present to do the work. 

[236.] Upon the return of the Committee w®^ Were Chosen 
by the Town y® ll**^. march Last past. To take a View of the Land

Upon Publick Warning according to Law, were chosen for Repre- 
sentatives, Viz*. Cap*. Tim**. Clark, m'. Nath* Oliver, m^ Isaiah 
Tay, m'. James Barnes. 

m'. Nath*. Oliver Refused to Serve in the place of a Represent- 
ative up w®^. Refusal the Town Emediately Applyed themselves to 
a new Choise, and Chose Cap*. Bozoon Allen in sd. Olivers Room. 

Where as provision is made by a Vote of the Town, for the 
Support of the watch as is now is untill the 20***. of June Next, 
and not Longer. 

The mind of the Town is Desired to be Signified by their Vote, 
Whether sd. watch shall be Continued for another year, & that 
they will support the Charge there of. and that they will grant the 
Sume of Two hundred Sixty five pounds to be Levey ed on the 
Inhabitants for y*. End. It was Voted in y® aflSrmative.

[2$7«] Whereas on the 8*^ of April Last past a Committee 
was Chosen and Impowered to Lay out a high way for Joseph 
Buckminster of muddiriv'. to his Land he hauing yet had no high 
way Laid out thereto. 

Sd. Committee mett together and Layd out a high way through 
Josiah Winchesters Land, To Sd. Buckmasters Land, and sd. 
Winchester being Dissatisfyed with what was done presented his 
Petition to the Town, To Desire that Other meet p'sons might be 
Chosen by sayd Town, to take a View of what is done & to make 
a report of the same to the Town, his Petition being read & Con- 
sidered, Cap*. Nath*. Williams and m'. Isaiah Tay were Chosen by 
a Vote of the Town, to Joyne with the former Committee to In- 
devor the Settlement of that Concerne.

M'. John White, Cap*. Sam". Legg, M'. Nath». Oliver, Cap*. 
And'. Belcher, were chosen to serve for them as Representitives in 
Gen". Court to be held the 28**^. of May. 

M'. John George, M'. Gyles Dyer, M'. Rich^. Draper, were cho- 
sen to serve as Selectmen in the room of mes"'. Tay, Holyoke, 
and Oliver. 

M'. SamuU Holland was chosen & Sworn Constable in y* rom 
of M'. IV. Clark. 

M'. Thomas Walker, Cap*. Benj*. Davise were chosen overseers 
of the Poor in the room, of Coll. Hutchinson and Cap*. Samuell 
Checkley. 

Whereas M''. Ezekiell Lewis Assistant to M'. Chever in the 
Government of the Lattin free School, hath represented unto the 
Town that the Sum of forty pounds, p. annum, is not Sufficient 
for his coumfortable Subsistance. The Town by thier Vote have 
granted that hence forward he be Allowed Forty five pounds p. 
annum, dureing his being Continued in that Station. 

Whereas the Comittee appointed by the Town the tenth of 
March last together with the Selectmen, to consider of a sutable 
methode for the management of the watch who haveing agreed as 
followeth viz*. 

That ten watchmen, two of them as Overseers be continued as 
formerly. 

That every of them be enjoyned to be upon duty from ten of the 
Clock untill broad day light, from the tenth of March unto the 
tenth of September. And from the tenth of Septemb'. to the 
tenth of march to be and continue upon duty from nine of the 
clock untill day light. 

That two at the least of Said Watchmen Shall from each of the 
two watch Houses, Keep walking their rounds by turns through 
thier severall districts dureing the whole night, and each Rounds 
to return to their respective watch house, (as neer as may be) 
within the Space of one hour, and the next Rounds to go out 
imediatly upon their comeing in. 

That besides the aforesayd Rounds, those watchmen whose turns 
are to be Off from the Same, Shall by turns take Short Rounds in 
Some of the principall Streets and places within thier inspection 
takeing perticuler care of the ware houses about y* Dock. 

That the Rounds walk with watch bills. Silently forbearing to 
use any bell, and that no watchman Smok tobaco while walking 
thier rounds, And where they see Ocation they are to call to 
persons to take care of thier lights. 

[241.] Voted that the Watch be continued according to the for- 
going proposalls, and to be under such farther regulation as the 
Select men shall direct. And to continue for the year Ensueing, 
excepting any part of said year in which a Millitary watch shall be 
kept within the Town. 

It was voted that One Thousand and fifty pounds be raised upon 
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the Tiihabittants and Residents of this Towne for the deft'nying the 
necessary chaises of the Town for the jear Ensueing, viz. for the 
relief of the poor Schoolmasters Saleryes &c, the charge of the 
vatch, the buiiding a House for the Lattin School-master, and the 
charge of Represent] tives, Select mea, &c. 

At the same Meeting M''. Joseph Brictgham was chosen to serre 
as Moderator to Transact in the remayning affaires of this meeting 
in the room of Nath". BjGeld Esq', whose ocationa require his 
being absent. 

Pen Towneend Esq'., Jeremiah Dumer Esq'., Major Thomas 
Savage, m'. Elizur Holyoke and m'. Danill Oliver, are chosen a 
Comittee to audit the Treasurers acco". for the Enaueing year, or 
the Major part of them being present to do the -worke- 

Voted that M'. John Arnold & Comp". arc alloweeid to Erect 
Windmill upon the Towns Land on Fort Hil!, he or they paying a 
Quit rent for the Same. And it is left to the Select men to agree 
upon the terms therof, and to grant a Lease of the Same, 

The Comittee formerly appointed to lay out a way to the land of 
Joseph Buckmister have given in the following return the Same 
being read in the Pubticfc Town meeting viz'. 

Wee the Subscribers being appo.ynted a committee by the vote of 
the Town of Boston,* past the 8'*. day of Aprill 1700, to lay out a 
highway to the land of Joseph Buckmiuster of Muddy River. 

Accordingly we did on the 30"" day of Aprill Stake out a high- 
way of twenty-fonr foot in breadth through the Land of Josiah 
Winchester viz'. Runing from the South Side of a white oak tree 
standing in the Countrey Road, upon a direct line to the brow of 
the Hill neer Said Buckminsters Land, & thence winding down 
the Hill Som thing Southerly to the afores*. Buckminsters Land.

AspiNAXi, 
Joseph Prodt 

July 31'^. 1700, The persons appointed as a comittee by the 
vote of the Town of Boston dated the li"" of May last past 
[242.3 ^" ®^ them being present (except Samull Aspinall) at 
Muddy River upon the Spot do give thier Opinon that the way 
Stated by the Comittee on the SO'*" of Aprill last from Joseph 
Buckminsters land, through the land of Josiah Winchester, ought 
to be continued. Said Buckminster being present haveing prom- 
ised to mak Sufficient Gates at each end of Sayd way with all 
convenient Speed, And Said Winchester being present doth 
Engage forever hereafter to maintain and uphold that Gate at the 
Northerly end next the highway — and Said Buckminster engages to 
uphold and maintaine that Gate next the Said Buckminatera land, 
from time to time, each of them for themselves their heirea Excecu- 
tora and Adm", and so Engageing each to other, In Testimoney 
whereof Said Buckminster and Winchester have hereuuto Set 
thier hands and Scales the day and year above said.

May 12'^. The Town by their Vote do manifest their Appro- 
bation of the Comittees return of. a way laid to Joseph Buck- 
minsters land, together with Joseph Buckminster & Josiah Win- 
chester thier agreement thereto. 

At a meeting of the ffreeholders and Inhabitants of the Town of 
Boston dulj'' Qualified to act and Vote in Town affaires being 
Orderly warned and Assembled the twelfth day of May Anno. 
Dom. 1701. 

The severall Rules, Orders and By-laws were then Openly and 
distinctly read over, voted, made and Established by the afore- 
said ffreholders & Inhabitants of the Said Town to be Observed 
and Kept by all persons inhabiting in or within the said Town 
(for the year ensueing and untill the ffreeholdrs and Inhabitants 
tiiereof, shall hereafter by their Vote & Order declare, repeale, 
and make voyd the Same or any of them) under the several and 
respective paines and penaltyes to them or any of them annexed 
and prescribed. 

Ordered that no person or persons, do presume hereafter to carry 
fire from any House or place within the Said Neck or Town of 
Boston unto any other House or place within the same but in a 
warming pan or other safe vessell well covered So as to secure the 
Said fire from the wind and from being scater^d by the waj'-, or in 
the Streets or lanes thereof, on pain that every person therein 
offending shall Forfite and pay for the 'use of the poor of Said 
Town the Summ of two Shillings, And whosoever shall permitt or 
suffer any fire to be carry ed out of their House or Houses, place 
or places unless it be [243.] covered and secured as aforesaid 
shall forfite and pay for the use afores'^. the Sum of one Shilling. 

Ordered that the Selectmen for the time being, upon complaint 
to them made or otherwise upon their own Knowledge of any 
defective chimney or chimneys within this Town, do from time to 
time take effectuall care to have the same inspected & veiwed and 
order the same to be speedily amended and repaired (if it may be 
done) or taken down on paine of the forfiture of Tenn Shillings a 
moneth by the owner or Ocupier thereof that shall neglect to 
Observe and perform such Order of the Select men, being declared 
to him or them and entered of record, unless the season of the 
year will not admit of the amending and repaireing of the Same 
and in Such case the Ocupier thereof shall forbear to make or keep 
any fire therein On penalty of twenty Shillings for every such 
offence. And if any chimney hapen to take fire so as to flame out 
at the top thereof, the Ocupier of such Chimney shall forthwith 
forfite and pay the Summ of Ten Shillings. 

Ordered that every Householder shall from time to time be 
provided with a Sufficient Ladder or Ladders, to reach from the 
ground to the ridge of Such House, at the charge of the Owner 
thereof, and in case the Owner or owners of Such house or houses 
be not an Inhabitant of this Town, then the Ocupiers thereof to 
provide the same, and deduct the charge thereof out of his or 
thier rent, on paine of the forfiture of Six Shillings & eight pence 
for every neglect after three moneths notice given by Such person 
or persons as the Select men for the time being shall appoint for 
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the inspecting & Obsearvance of this Order, And if any person or 
persons shall remove or take away (unless by the Order of two or 
more of the Said Select men) any Ladder belonging to the Said 
Town or Publick meeting houses, except for present use in case of 
fire, every Such person or persons So offending shall forfite and 
pay the Summ of twenty Shillings. 

Ordered that whosever Shall Kindle or make any fire open or 
abroad, within two rodds of any wooden house, warehouse, wood 
pile, or any other combustable matter Subject to take fire (except 
in Ship Carpenters building yards. Sett work coopers, and Rope- 
makers works, when a carefull person Stands by to watch the 
same) Shall forfit and pay the Summ of ten Shillings to the use 
of the poor of the Town, Provided also that this order shall not 
be understood or intended to debarr or hinder any tradesmen or 
others from Kindling charcole in a pot or pan out of doors nigh 
their house or shop, at any time dureing the day light, and pro- 
vided also that Some carefull person Stand by to watch the Same 
while it shall be continued in the open aire. 

[244.] Ordered, That every Master of any Vessel! lieing at 
or neer to any wharfe, on board of which fire Shall be kept burn- 
ing after tenn of the clock at night, or be kindled before five in 
the morning, Shall f5rfeit and pay the Summ of Tenn Shillings. 

Ordered, That every householder from time to time & at all 
times hereafter shall be provided with a sufficient Pole of twelve 
foot long or more, with a large Swabb fastened at the end thereof, 
or with a Sufficient hand Engine Sutable for the quenching of fire, 
on paine of forfeiting the Summ of five Shillings for each neglect, 
or not shewing forth the same upon demand unto the officer, which 
shall be appointed by the Select men to inspect the same, within 
two moneths, after notice given them to provide the afore'*^. pole, 
swabb, or other sufficient hand Engine in. 

Ordered, That from henceforward no person or persons shall 
keep any Gun powder of greater quantity then Twenty pounds 
weight, in any warehouse dwelling house or shop within this 
Town, but in such place or places as His Maj**". Justices of the 
P^ace within this town, and the Select men for the time being 
shall appoint or approve off for that purpose, on penalty of 
forfeiting the Summ of Twenty Shillings for every week that any 
person or persons Shall Keep Gunpowder contrary to this order, 
after the said Justices & Select men have Signified their appoint- 
ment & Assignem' of some place or places for keeping the Same. 

Ordered, That no cooper or coopers within this Town Shall 
Fire or burn thier cask in any Shop ware house or other place, 
then in a Sufficient Chimney made convenient for that use, on 
penalty of forfeiting the Summ of Twenty Shillings for every 
Offence Contrary to this Order. 

Ordered, That from the Tenth day of March to the first day of 
November yearly and every year hereafter, every Householder 
(excepting such who have propriet3^ in a well with a Sufficiency of 
water and Conveniency of drawing the same nigh unto his or 
thier dwelling house) shall at aU times within the limitation afore- 
said, keep in thier houses yards or back sides, a pipe, hogshed or 
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Teirce full of waiter, on pain of forfeiting the Summ of five Shil- 
lings for every Such Neglect, and that no person or persons shall 
be excused therefrom that fetch their water from the wells and 
Conduits that are in the Streets & publick places. 

[245.] Ordered, That no Butcher shall by himselfe, wife or 
servant, weigh and sell any dead meat by stylyards, but shall with- 
in tv?o ijioneths after publication of this order be provided with 
good and sufficient Scales and sealed weights, and sell and weigh 
their meat thereby, and no otherwise upon paine of forfeiting the 
Summ of Ten shillings for every Transgression, and five shillin'gs 
p' week while he or they continue deficient of such Scales and 
weights as aforesaid. And that every person and persons who shall 
carry forth any dead meat to sell in a wheel barrow or otherwise 
shall weigh and Sell Such meat by good and Sufficient Scales and 
Sealed weights, and no otherwise, on "pain of forfeiting the Summ 
of Tenn Shillings for each Transgression of this order. 

Ordered, That no person or persons shall shoot at any Bird or 
Birds, or at any mark in any of the inclosed grounds, pastures, 
gardens or orchards within the Neck of Boston, nor shall shoot at 
the fence of any Such place, or at any Bird or Birds that may be 
upon any Such fence, or on any Tree or bush that may be in Such 
pasture, garden or orchard, or in any of the Slreets, lanes or alleys 
of this Town, On pain of forfeiting the Summ of Twenty Shillings 
for every offence against this order. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever shall carry or cause or suf- 
fer to be carryed or cast, any dirt dung, Garbidge, carrion, shreds, 
shaveings, filth, Soyle, or Rubbish, or any thing that may be an 
annoyance, out of thier houses, shops, yards, backsides, or any* of 
the dependancyes thereof and cast or lay the same in any of the 
streets, highwayes, lanes or alleyes within this Neck of Boston, on 
paine of forfeiting the summ of five shillings for every such offence. 
Nor shall any person incumber or annoy any Street, lane, or Alley, 
within this Town by laying any Stones, Earth, Timber, boards, 
firewood or other Lumber, therein, and Suffer the same to lie there 
above the Space of forty-eight Hours, under the like penalty of five 
Shillings for every such offence, and five shillings more for each 
forty eight hours he or they shall suffer the same to lie there. 
Provided that this order shall not be understood to debarr or hin- 
der any of the Inhabitants (who in case of building any houseing 
or digging any cellor or well) of the liberty of laying their Rub- 
bish, or materialls, for such buildings, wells, or cellors, such farther 
time [246.] and in such part of the Streets and lanes as shall be 
farther granted them by the Select men for the time being, or 
any two of them. 

Ordered, That no Butcher shall suffer any Guts, Garbidge or 
other filth to be cast or brought out of his or their Shop, Slaughter 
house, or other place of killing, and suffer the same to be layd or 
lie in any street lane or Alley, or neer thereunto, on pain of for- 
feiting the Summ of Tenn Shillings for every Transgression of this 
order. 

Ordered, That no person shall Erect or set up any Pentice, jetty 
orPendal over any of the Streets, lanes or highwayes of this Town, 
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of less then eight foot in hight from the ground, on pain of forfeit- 
ing Twenty Shillings for every Such offence, and the like forfeiture 
of Twenty shillings for every moneth which the same shall con- 
tinue so Erected and Sett up, the penalty to be paid by the Owner 
thereof. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever shall hereafter Erect or set 
up any House of office or Easement within this Town, or suffer the 
same to continue being already Set-up, or standing within* forty 
foot of any Street lane or high way, or the dwelling house. Shop 
or well of any neighbour, unless the same be vaulted Six foot deep, 
and Sufficiently enclosed or otherwise secured, on paine of forfeit- 
ing the summ of Twenty Shillings for every Transgression of this 
order. And the like Summ of Twenty shillings for every moneth it 
shall so continue. Nor shall any person keep any hogg or swine in 
any h(^gstey within twenty foot of any highway, street, lane or 
alley within this neck of Boston, or the dwelling house or shop of 
any Neighbour on penalty of Tenn Shillings for every transgression 
of this order, and Tenn shillings for every moneth such hogg or 
swine shall be kept and continued in such Stey. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever Shall at any time hereafter 
ride or drive a gallop or other extream pace within any of the 
Streets, lanes, or alleys in this Town on penalty of forfeiting three 
Shillings for every such offence, and it may be lawfull for an}' of 
the Inhabitants of this Town to make Stop of such horse or Rider 
untill the name of the offender be known in order to prosecution 
Farther that whosoever shall hereafter by themselves or servants 
turn or let loose to water or otherwise any Horse into any of the 
streets or lanes of this Town, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two 
Shillings for every such transgression of this order. 

[247 •] Ordered, That whosoever shall at any time hereafter 
use the Exersise of playing or kicking of foot ball within any of 
the Streets or lanes within the body of this Town, shall forfeit and 
pay the summ of two shillings, for every Transgression of this 
order. Nor shall any person hereafter fire or throw any Squib or 
Squibs, Eocket or Serpent, or other fireworks in any of the streets 
lanes or highwayes of this Town, on paine of forfeiting five Shil- 
lings for every such offence. Nor shall any person throw or heave 
any Snow ball, or Snow balls at any person, in the streets lanes, 
or Alley es of this Town, or into any house or houses or shop, on 
pain of forfeiting two shillings for every transgression of this 
order. 

Ordered, That no person shall hence forth make and fire any 
lime Kiln or Erect and burn any brick Kiln, but in such place and 
places as the select men for the time being shall approve and allow 
of, on penalty of twenty shillings for every such such transgression. 

Ordered, That henceforth no cart. Dray, Trucks or Sled drawn 
by either horse or horses, or horse and Oxen, shall be suffered to 
pass through any of the streets or lanes in this Town, but with a 
sufficient driver, who shall dureing such passage. Keep with his 
Said Cart, dray, Trucks, or Sled, and carefully observe and attend 
such methodes as may best serve to keep said horse or horses, or 
oxen under comand, And what so ever Carter or others, undertake- 
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ing to drive any cart, dray,. Trucks or sled, shall dureing Such 
passing through the streets or lanes as aforesaid either ride in the 
said Cart, dray, Trucks or Sled, or otherwise neglect to Observe 
and attend the rules prescribed in this order, such Carter driver or 
owner, of such cart, dray, Trucks, or sled, shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of two shillings for every such offence. 

Ordered, That no person shall hence forth break or digg up the 
Ground in any of the streets, lanes or highwayes in This Town, for 
the laying or repairing any dreine, or any other ocation, without 
the leave and approbation of two or more of the Select men for the 
time being, on pain of forfeiting the summ of twenty shillings for 
every such offence. 

Further that who soever shall digg or cause to be digged and 
broken up any Ground in any street, lane or high way within this 
Town, shall within such time as any Two or [248.] more of the 
Select men for the time being shall grant after the same is 
broken up, cause the same to be sufficiently repaired and amended 
to the satisfaction of the Select men on pain of forfeiting the summ 
of twenty shillings and also the sum of twenty shillings p' week 
untill the same be amended and repaired as aforesaid. And any 
person who bath heretofore at any time digged or broken up any 
of the ground in the streets or Lanes and not yet sufficiently re- 
paired the same, and shall neglect so to do for the space of one 
moneth after the Town's voteing this order shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of five shillings p' week till it be amended and repaired. 

Ordered, That none shall bury the body of any dead person 
without makeing the same Publick by causeing a first and second 
Toll of the bell of one of the Publick meeting houses on pain, of 
forfeiting the sum of Twenty shillings for every such offence. 
Nor shall any in hurrying of their dead exceed One hour from the 
time of the begining of the Toll of the second bell, untiU the 
corps shall be carryed out of the house from whence such corps is 
to be burryed, and be on motion towards the grave, on pain of 
forfeiting Twenty shillings for every such offence. And if any 
person or person^ shall bury their dead on the Lord's day he or 
they shall not exceed one hour from the begining of the Toll of 
the first bell untill the corps be carryed forth out of the house aiid 
on motion towards the grave, on pain of forfeiting Twenty shillings 
for every such offence. 

Ordered. That none shall break up the ground in any of the 
Publick burrial places, for the makeing a Tomb therein without the 
approbation of three or more of the Select men for the time being 
under their hands. On pain of forfeiting the Sum of Twenty shillings 
for every such offence. Nor shall any person digg a grave in any 
of the Publick burriall places of this Town but such as shall be 
allowed and appointed by the Select-men for the time being. On 
pain of forfeiting ten shillings for every such offence. 

Ordered, That no person shall digg any grave or make any 
coffin on the Lord's day without the approbation & allowance of 
two of the Select men for the time being. On paine of forfeiting 
the summ of Twenty Shillings. Nor shall any person keep open 
their shop or Cellor that they manage or keep their callings in, on 
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the evening preceeding the Lord's day or on the Lord's day, on 
pain of forfeiting the sum of [249.] five shillings for every such 
offence to be paid by the Ocupier of such Shop or Cellor. 

Ordered, That no person shall hereafter ride any horse, mare or 
Gelding into the Comon, or to Weelers pond, or to any usual 
place of watering, on the Lords day, on pain of forfeiting the 
Sum of five shillings for every such offence. 

Ordered, That no person suffer their yards, orchards, pastures, 
or Tann yards, to lie open where there is a well Cellor, Tanpits, 
or other pits uncovered, on pain of forfeiting the sum of ten 
shillings for every such offence. And five shillings for every week 
after, till such fence be suflSciently repaired and amended or such 
well, pit or cellor be filled up. 

Ordered, That from hence forth no person whatsoever shall 
digg any Cellar, erect any building or fence, or remove any land- 
mark, next adjoyning or bordering upon any highway, street lane 
or other Lands belonging or appertaining to this Town, untill two 
or more of the select men for the time being, or such other persons 
whom the Select men or the majo' part of them shall appoint there 
unto, shall have veiwed set forth and determined the bounds there 
of. On penalty that every person transgressing this order shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty shillings. Further that whoso- 
ever shall encroach upon the Towns land contrary to such deter- 
mination and line stated and agreed unto by such select men as 
aforesaid shall forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty shillings. And 
further shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty shillings for every 
moneth that such encroachment or incumberance shall remayne un- 
removed. 

Ordered, That no person dwelling or resideing within this Town 
of Boston, shall by himselfe or others, buy, contract or bargaine, 
for any sort of grain, meal, butter ffowls, mutton, veal, pork, eggs 
or any other sort of provision, while it is bringing between Rox- 
bury gate and the houses of the Town, before two of the clock in 
the afternoon, On penalty of Twenty shillings, for every such 
offence. Further that no Butcher shall bu}'' or bargaine for, any 
dead meat as it is bringing to this* Town, or e:ipose such meat to 
sale, on penalty of Twenty shillings for every transgression of 
this order 

[250«] Ordered, that the Select men for the time being shall 
yearly nominate and appoint, a competent number of meet persons 
for the cording of wood, arid cause the names of such persons to 
be presented unto one of His Maj"** Justices of the Peace, in order 
to their being sworn to the faithfull discharge of Said trust. And 
that no person but such as are appointed and sworn as aforesaid 
shalj be suffered to Cord any wood for sale in this Town, untill 
the owner or vendor thereof hath applied himselfe to two or more 
of the aforesaid Sworn Corders and they refuseing or neglecting 
to cord the same. On pain of forfeiting the sum of Ten shillings 
And that no person shall expose any wood to sale, which hath been 
corded by any other person or persons then afore appointed sworn 
corders, untill first two or more honest and indifferent men ffree 
holders and Inhabittants of this Town shall veiw and approve the

same to be well corded and of sufficient highth, on pain of forfeit- 
ing Tenn Shillings for every transgression of this Order. 

Ordered, That it shall and may be lawfull for the select men for 
the time being, yearly to nominate & appoint one or more meet 
persons in the severaU divisions of the Town, to inspect and pros- 
ecute the breach of all or any of the penall orders which are or 
shall hereafter be made by this Town, and allowed of by the 
Sessions of the Peace, and to allow and assigne such persons 
Saleryes & rewards as unto the said Select men shall be judged 
meet and convenient. And if any person So nominated and 
appointed accept of such office, and afterwards neglect and refuse 
to inspect and prosecute the breach of such order or orders he shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty Shillings. 

Ordered, That any person being chosen and accepting the 
Office of Corder of wood and neglecting to perform the faithfuU 
discharge of his office shall forfeit and pay the Summ of Twenty 
Shillings. Further that any person being orderly chosen to the 
office of Scavenger or Hog reeve & shall neglect or refuse to attend 
and prosecute the duty of his or their offices, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of Twenty Slullings. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever shall hereafter break, digg, 
or carry away, any of the Sord, Turf, or Earth of or belonging to 
the comon or comon lands, (except at Fox hill, or the Ridge hill 
between that & windmill hil) on pain of forfeiting Twenty shil- 
lings, for every breach of this order 

[251.] Further that no person shall Lop peel, girdle, or de- 
face, any of the trees now standing or that shall hereafter be 
planted or Set by order of the Select men, or by their approbation 
upon any part of or place in the comon ground of this Town, on 
pain of forfeiting the sum of Twenty Shillings for every such 
offence. Further that no person shall cast or spread any Stones, 
Carrion or other Trash upon the coinon or comon lands in this 
Town, on pain of forfeiting the sum of Twenty shillings. 

That no Horse, dry Catle or Sheep shall be suffered to go at 
large or to feed on the Comon or comon lands, or any of the 
streets or lanes of this Town on pain that the owner or owners 
thereof shall forfeit & pay five shillings for each Horse, and three 
shillings p* head for neet dry cattel and one Shilling for every 
sheep, that shall be found going at large upon the said comons, 
or streets, or lanes, and it shall and may be lawfull for such per- 
sons whom the Select men for the time being shall appoint there- 
unto, to impound such horse, neet cattle or sheep so found Trens- 
gressing. 

Ordered, That no Hogg, or swine, shall be suffered to go at 
large within this Neck of Boston, saveing in and upon the land 
or Enclosed ground of or in possession of the owner or keeper of 
such swine (Except also such. swine that are driveing to market) 
On pain that such Owner or keeper of such hogg or swine shall 
forfeit' and pay the sum of twenty Shillings for every Hogg or 
swine that shall be found goeing at large contrary to this order, or 
the full value thereof if not exceeding twenty shillings, one halfe 
to him or them that shall seize and secure the same, the other halfe 
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to the poor of this town. Further it is hereby provided that if it 
appear that the Owner or keeper of such Hogg or swine be actu- 
ally in pursuit of it or them at and before the seizure, then such 
owner and keeper shall have his hogg or swine released to him by 
such person who by virtue of this order had Seized and secured the 
same, he paying to such Seizer two shillings for every Hogg so 
seized by him, And it shall & may be lawfull for such person or 
persons that are chosen to the office of Hog reeves for the time 
being, or in their absence for any of the Inhabittants of this Town 
to seize secure or impound any Hogg or Swine going at large 
contrary to this order, and upon his or their so doing shall make 
application to one of His Maj*^*" Justices of the peace within this 
Town, to order an apprizement. Award and give Judgment ac- 
cording to the true intent & meaning of this order. 

[252.] Ordered, That any person who shall hereafter have or 
keep any Curst or unruly Dogg or Bitch within this Town, so as to 
harm or do damage to any person whomsoever, or to any Horse, 
neet Cattle, sheep or tame ffowl. And upon warning or notice given 
by any of the Inhabitants unto such owner or keeper of Such Curst 
or unruly Dogg or Bitch, that the same hath been known to bite 
seiz upon worry or do harm to man or beast aforesaid, and thQ 
same so appearing, such owner or keeper of such unruly Dogg or 
Bitch, shall forth-with cause the Town to be rid and discharged of 
the same. On pain that the owner or keeper of such unruly Dogg or 
Bitch shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten shillings, and five shil- 
lings more for every day after, that such unruly dogg or Bitch shall 
be seen to go at large in this Town. 

Ordered, That if any person shall keep or entertaine more then 
one Dogg or Bitch and sufler the same to go at large within this 
neck of Boston, and upon Complaint made unto the Select men for 
the time being by any of the Neighbourhood, that such Doggs are 
offencive to them, doing damage to their Gardens, Orchards, pas- 
tures or other wise. And the said Select men or any two of them, 
ordering and Notifieing such Owner or keeper of such Dogg or 
Doggs to shut up or other wise discharge the Town of the same 
dureing such time as they shall limit, Every Such owner keeper or 
©entertainer of such Dogg neglecting to attend the Order, of said 
Select men as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five shil- 
lings for every Dogg or Bitch by them so kept or entertained and 
suffered to go at large contrary to the true intent and meaning of 
this order. 

V Ordered, That the Select men for the time being, or the Major 
part of them, are hereby appointed & impowered as agents. Trustees, 
or Attomyes, to sue for any Houses lands or other Estates or In- 
trests whatsoever belonging or in any wise appertaining to this 
Town. And to commence and Effectually to prosecute an}^ Suitor 
Suits and Actions in any Court or courts, against all and every 
person and persons whatsoever, with holding or deteineing the same, 
in as full and ample manner, as if the same were more largely set 
forth and exprest, with full power to Substitute one or more 
Attorneys under them, and the Same againe at pleasure to revoke. 
Ordered, That from hence forth the Selectmen for the time being 
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shall have power and liberty to lease out to rent any of the Towns 
lands or buildings that are or shall be to be rented for any term of 
years not exceeding Seven years [253.] and no longer without a 
special vote of the Town, for longer time. 

Ordered, That at every Generall Town meeting there be a Mod- 
erator chosen, who shall propound all affaires to be debated, and 
put them to vote when they have been so debated, and to demand and 
keep Silence and attention in the assembl}'. And that no matter 
of any weight or moment shall be voted at any Town meeting, 
without the same hath been specially exprest in the warrant re- 
quireing such meeting, or propounded at the begining of the meet- 
ing, that so consideration may be had of the matter before it be 
voted. 

That whosoever at any Publick Town meeting shall fall into pri- 
vate conference to the hindering of the Publick business, shall 
forfeit one shilling for every such offence, to the use of the poor of 
the Town. 

That whosoever at any Publick Town meeting shall neglect to 
observe the directions or request of the Moderator for the time 
being to keep Silence, shall forfeit and pay five shillings for the 
use of the poor of this Town of Boston for every such offence.

That no free Indian Negro or Molatto Shal on Training dayes, 
or any other Publick dayes carry into the Common or Training field 
Streets or Highwayes any Strong drink Cakes or any other Pro- 
vision to Sell on Pain of ten pounds and being Sent to the House 
of Correction and Severly whipt. And any two freeholders Shal 
haue power to Seize Secure and Dispose of all Such Liquors & 
Provisions for the use and benefit of the Poor. 

That every free Indian Negro or Molatto Shal bind out, all their 
Children at or before they arrive to the age of four years to Some

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Slave or Servant Shal 
oat of His Masters House or Dependances thereat unless in t 
Imediat Service of his master, an hour after Sun Sett from the fi 
of march to the first of September nor half an hour after from.f 
Second of September till March nor before Sun Riseing upon Pi 
of being Sent to the House of Correction and there Severely Whij 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Servant or Slave Shall 
Suffered to wear or Carry about him any manner of armes 
weapons Clubb Stave Cane or knives Except Decriped npon Pi 
of Severe punishment at the House of Correction. 

That if more then Two Indian Negro or Molatto Servants 
Slaves be found in the Streets or Highways in or about the To' 
Idling or Lurking tt^ether unless in the Service of their master 
Employer. Eveiy one so found Shal be punished at the House oi 
Correction. 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Servant or Slave tho' 
haueing obtained leave from his Master to go into the Comon or 
Training field on Training dayes or any other Publick dayes, Shal 
abide ttiere after Sun Sett upon pain of Sever Whipping at the 
Hou of Correction. 

That if any Indian, Negro, or Molatto Servant or Slave Shal 
assalt Strike Beat wound Bruae or mame any of his Majesties Sub- 
jects, He Shal be Severely Punnished at the Discression of the 
Court before whom Convict and Sent beyond Sea being Confined 
till his Departure at tho Charge of His Master or Owner. 

If any Person Shal Sell any Strong Liquor to any Indian 
Negro, or Molatto Servant or Slave, unless Sent by his master he 
Shal forfiet & pay ten pounds fine, and Suffer Three months Im- 
prisonment, and if the Person that Sell contrary hereto be a 
Tavemor Inholder or Retailer He Shal forfeit his Recognizance 
and be Rendered Ever after incapable of hauing [425.] His Li> 
cehce renewed. The Proof for Conviction to be as in the Case of 
Selling Strong drink to Indians. 
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That DO ladiaD yegro or Molatto Bond or free Shal presume 
to work as a Porter in or about the Town unless first approved by 
the Select men and Bond given to the Town Treasurer in a Sum 
not le^ then Stty Founds for his fidelity. The forfiture of Such 
Bonds to be applyed to and for the use of the Poor of the Town 
And if any appear and are found in Such work Shal be taken up 
and Sent to tiie House of Correction, Beeeive the Discipline of the 
House & Remain there Six dayes. 

That Indian Negro and Molatto Evidences only with Cod- 
curring Circomstances Shal be proof Soficient to Convict Indian 
!Negro or Molattos. 

That no Indian NegTO Or Molatto np on the breaking ont of 
fire and the Continuance there of durelng the night Season Shal 
depart his or his masters House, nor found in the Streets or at or 
neer the place where the Are is upon pain of being forthwith 
Secured and Sent to the Coffion Goal and afterwards whipt at the 
House of CoiTcction three dayes following before dismist, unless 
his or bis masters House or Estate be on fire or in great bazzard 
thereof. 

That all fines and forfeitures arising by this act be disposed the 
one halfe to the Poor of the Town the other halfe to the Informer. 

The foregoing Heads or Articles presented by the Selectmen, 
were Sundry times Read over and Each of them voted and voted 
to be given to the Representatives of the Town in their Instructions 
to use their Endeavor that a Bill or Bills may be Passed for the 
Ululating Indians Negros and Molattos in this Town.

watching by Turns the Streets, Lanes and allyes through out the

the Severall watohcs and keep them to their duty. 

And in as much as the maintaining and defraying the Chaige of 
Such a watoh will Require a much lai^er Sum then has bin here- 
tofore allowed for that Service. 

Should therefore the Rule for Proportioning the Watch Tax be 
as it now or last agreed upon by the Justices in their Sessions Great 
Ineqnallity would nescessarily Ensue. 

That therefore a Comitte be appointed to Attend the Justices

molattoes Shal be Buryed halfe an hour before Sun Set at the 
Least and at the nearest burying place (where negros are usualy 
buryed) from the place they Shal be Carryed, thro' the most direct 
Lanes or Streets that lead thereto. 

And no Indian Negro or Molatto Shal be Buryed on the Lords 
Day, Except in Exterordinary Cases, Leaue being first had and 
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Obtained from two or more of the Selectmen, And that one Bell 
only, and that but once tolled for the Buryall of any Indian, 
Negro, or Molatto, on pain of Twenty Shillings for Every breach 
of this Order, to l3e paid by the Master or Owner of any Indian 
Negro, or Molatto Buryed Contrary to this order. And by the 
Person ordering the Buryal of any free Indian Negro or Molatto 
in Contempt of this Order The like Sum of Twenty Shillings. 

And Every grave digger or Se^^ton that Shal break in upon this 
Order Shal forfeit and pay the Sum of ten Shillings for every 
Offence being thereof Convict, before any one of His Majesties 
Justices of the Peace for Said County. 

Whereas great numbers of Persons haue very lately bin Trans- 
ported from Ireland into this Province, many of which by Reason 
of the Present Indian war and other Accedents befalling them, 
[428 •] Are now Resident in this Town whose Circomstances and 
Condition are not known, Some of which if due care be not taken 
may become a Town Chavge or be otherwise prejuditial to the well 
fair «fe Prosperity of the Place. 

for Remady whereof Ordered That Every Person now Resident 
here, that hath within the Space of three years last past bin 
brought from Ireland, or for the future Shal come from thence 
hither, Shal come and Enter his name and Occupation with the 
Town Clerk, and if marryed the number and Age of his Children and 
Servants, within the Space of flue dajres, on pain of forfeiting and 
paying the Sum of twenty Shillings for Each offence, And the Sum 
of ten Shillings for Every one that Shal Continue in the neglect or 
non-Observance of this Order, for and During the term of forty- 
Eight hours after the Expiration of the fine dayes aforesaid So 
often as the Person offending Shal be Complained of and Convict 
before any Justice of the Peace within the Said County. 

And be it further Ordered that whoever Shal Receive and Enter- 
tain and keep in his "family any Person or Persons Transported- 
from Ireland as aforesaid, Shal within the Space of forty Eight 
hours after Such Receipt and Entertainment Return the Names of 
all Such Persons with their Circomstances as far as they are able 
to the Town Clerk.
